General  Discussion 

Conclusions  derived  from  the  superintendent's  per- 
sonal visits  to  the  schools,  and  the  results  of  the  tests 
given,  are  that  the  Bennington  school  system  functions 
successfully.  Taken  as  a  whole  the  children  do  as  well 
as  may  be  expected  from  their  ability,  and  as  well  as  the 
children  of  corresponding  ages  and  grades  throughout  the 
state  and  the  country. 
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The  organization  of  grades  one,  two,  three,  four,  five 
and  six  remain  the  same  as  has  been  for  a  number  of 
years.  Grades  seven,  eight,  nine  and  ten  have  been  re- 
organized this  year  on  a  departmental  basis,  with  two 
teachers.  This  makes  it  possible  for  each  teacher  to  teach 
those  subjects  in  which  he  or  she  has  received  the  best 
training. 

Latin,  Biology,  Vocational  Guidance,  Safety,  and 
more  extended  extracurricular  activities  have  been  added 
to  the  high  school  curriculum.  The  addition  of  the  sub- 
jects named  makes  our  two  years  of  high  school  as  rich 
in  content  as  the  corresponding  grades  in  the  neighbor- 
ing towns  of  Antrim,  Hillsboro,  and  Peterboro. 

The  headmaster  of  the  high  school  has  been  appoint- 
ed principal  of  the  whole  building.  This  makes  the  whole 
school  function  as  one  unit,  making  the  discipline,  and 
organization  of  the  whole  building  much  more  effective 
than  in  the  past. 

More  modern  books  in  History,  Literature,  and  Busi- 
ness have  replaced  the  former  books  from  grade  seven 
through  the  tenth.  More  books  and  maps  have  also  been 
secured  for  the  lower  grades. 

At  the  present  time  Bennington  has  pupils  attending 
the  upper  grades  of  the  high  school,  at  Antrim,  Hillsboro, 
and  Peterboro.  The  three  towns  named  cater  satisfactori- 
ly to  the  needs  of  our  eleventh  and  twelfth  grade  pupils. 
The  greatest  difficulty  is  the  question  of  transportation, 
which,  in  some  cases  is  a  hardship  on  the  parents,  and 
sometimes  even  to  the  extent  of  making  it  impossible  for 
some  children  to  avail  themselves  of  a  high  school  edu- 
cation. We  hope  that  some  satisfactory  solution  may  be 
made  possible  to  take  care  of  commuting  high  school 
pupils  either  as  a  whole  or  at  least  for  those  who  abso- 
lutely need  the  transportation. 

The  cooperation  of  the  general  public  this  fall  made 
it  possible  for  the  schools  to  keep  open  during  the  epi- 
demic of  measles.  The  absence  of  interference  with  the 
schools,  and  the  confidence  of  the  public  in  the  way  the 
situation  was  handled  by  those  who  conduct  the  schools. 
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enabled  us  to  carry  on  the  work  in  such  a  way  that  at 
this  writing  we  hardly  know  that  almost  every  school 
child  in  town  had  to  take  his  turn  with  the  disease  in  ques- 
tion.   The  loss  in  school  work,  if  any,  was  negligible.

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REPOET  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NUESE 


The  routine  inspection  of  each  pupil's  scalp,  hair, 
teeth,  throat  and  general  hygiene. began  with  the  open- 
ing of  the  school  year. 

The  growth  and  weight  chart  with  periodic  weighing 
and  height  record  furnishes  a  strong  incentive  to  prac- 
tice rules  which  are  simple  but  most  important  for  health 
and  normal  growth. 

A  skin  test  clinic  by  the  New  Hampshire  Tuberculo- 
sis Association  for  detection  of  incipient  tuberculosis  be- 
gan April  13,  1937. 

Receiving  first  strength  tests,   25   pupils. 
Receiving  second  strength  tests,   20  pupils. 
Reactors  to  first  test  5,  to  second  test  4;     total 
reactors  9. 

Arm  readings  48  and  72  hours  after  each  skin  test 
were  made  April  15,  16,  May  29  and  30.  Transportation 
was  arranged  and  9  pupils  were  taken  to  Keene  Hospital 
for  X-rays.  A  complete  written  report  of  each  picture 
was  given  by  the  technician.  Following  the  skin  tests  Dr. 
R.  B.  Kerr  gave  each  pupil  a  chest  examination  and  ex- 
plained the  X-ray  report.  Home  visits  were  made  and 
parents  were  instructed  on  caring  for  their  children  to 
prevent  pulmonary  tuberculosis  developing  in  adult  life. 

A  successful  school  dental  clinic  was  held  in  March, 
1937.     Dr.  J.  H.  Grimes  was  the  dentist.
